He said that he 
was sure “Arab flags will fly proud- 
ly again over the Arab territories.” 

Earlier, Sadat said Egypt's “desire 
for peace” in the Middie East re~ 
quired patience im order. to restore 
Arab rights through peaceful means. 
In a message to an Islamic congress 
of American and Canadian Moslem 
associations which opened in Los 
Angeles Saturday, Sadat said Egypt 
would continue to practice patience 
“ag long as there is hope for peace.” 
He said if the peaceful efforts fail, 
however, Egypt could not stand idle 
“and would be prepared to regain 
its rights whatever the cost’or the 
sacrifice.” 

Sadat also attacked Israel for al- 
legedly ignoring all calls to settle 
the Middle Hast conflict peacefully, 
and criticized the U.S. position in 
the issue. He said the US. “can 
make Israel fulfil the U.N. Security 
Council resolution, because It is the

Soviet, Egypt insist 


SCO VISIT: 


CANAL OPENING PURPOSE IS 
MUST BE PART 


OF SETTLEMENT 


CAIRO (Reuter}. The Soviet 
Union and Egypt yesterday re- 
affirmed that the reopening of the 
Suez Canal should he ἃ part of 2 
general settlement of the entire 
Middle East problem, 

A joint communique, issued in 
both Cairo and Moscow simultane- 
ously’ following talks between the 
Foreign Ministers of the two coun- 
tries in the Soviet Capital, also 
said that they were fully convinced 
that Israel could not pursue its ag- 
gressive policy without the politi- 
cal, economic and military support 
of the U.S. 

Tt underlined that any setlement 
of the crisis must deal with all 
aspects of the problem, including 
the withdrawal of the Israeli forces 
from all Arab territories occupied 
in 1967, the establishment of peace 
qa the area, and the recognition 
of the legitimate rights of the 
Palestine people. 

SEX-DAY VISIT 

‘During his six-day visit to Mos- 
cow, Foreign Minister Mahmoud 
Riad exchanged documents of rati- 
fleation of the Soviet-Egyptian 
friendship aud cooperation treaty 
with his Soviet counterpart, Mr. 
Andre! Gromyko. Mr. Riad also held 
talks with Soviet party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev on the Middle East crisis 
and international developments, 

The communique said the treaty, 
signed on May 27 in Cairo between 
President Sadat and President 
Podgorny, was “a new blow to inter- 
national imperialist machinations 
seeking hard to undermine the re- 
lations between the two countries." 

It also said the treaty was a 


further contribution in the struggle 
against “the Isracli imperialist ag- 
gression, and for settlement of the 
Middie Bast ¢risig and consolidation 
of peace and security.” 

The communique said the two 
sides exchanged views on steps that 
should be taken by the two coun- 
tries in future for a settlement of 
the Middle Bast crisis and the es- 
tablishing of a permanent peac! 
in the area, in accordance with the 
terms of their treaty of friendship 
and cooperation. They algo pledged 
to continue their basie policy in 
seeking αὶ settlement by political 
means and on the basis of the Im- 
plementation of all the provisions of, 
the Security Council resolution. 

The Egyptian Foreign Minister 
later left Moscow for Prague on the 
second leg of his tour of East Buro- 
pean countries. He will also visit 
Hungary and Yugoslavia. 

Our Arab Affairs Reporter adds: 

The Soviet and Egyptian Foreign 
Ministers were yesterday quoted by 
the Middle East News Agency as 
expressing their confidence that the 
new Egyptian-Soviet treaty “will 
contribute to the liquidation of the 
traces of aggression” in the Middle 
East. MENA further reported them 
as stressing that the mew pact would 
help to put “the situation in the 
area on its normal course.” 

MENA reported Messrs Riad and 
Gromyko as stressing that reopening 
of the Suez Canal ig linked to an 
Israeli withdrawal from Sinai. The 
two Foreign Ministers were further 
quoted as emphasizing their renewed 
support for the mission of Dr. Gun- 
nar Jarring.

Bonn Foreign Minister. 
here on’ Wednesday

BONN. — Walter Scheel, 51, the 
first West German Foreign Minis- 
ter to make an official visit of four 
days to Israel, starting on Wedzes- 
day, will be talking for a West 
Germany more independent than 
ever before since the end of World 

War I. 

That independence shows up not 
only in Socialist Chancellor Willy 
Brandt's controversial policy of im- 
proving relations with Russia and 
East Europe. It also is apparent tn 
a cautious but deliberate attempt 
to “balance” Bonn's Middle East 
policy. 

Thus, while Bonn clearly, regards 
its relations with the Jews as 8 
special one, [ὃ wants German-Israel 
tles to conform to mutuaj interest. 
The Brandt Government also wants 
soon to normalize its ties with the 
Arab states, most of which recalled 
their ambassadors when Bonn re- 
cognized Israel in 1965. 


BONN'S POSTURE 


When Mr. Scheel sees Foreigu 
Minister Abba Eban and Premier 
Golda Meir he will discuss the issues 
of the day against this background, 
informed observers here state. Mr. 
Scheel has a considerable hand in 
the overall change in Bonn’s posturi 
toward the outside world. It was he 


who made the left-liberal coalition. 
-under Mr. Brandt possible following 


the 1969 general elections. 

Just two years before those elec- 
tions Mr. Scheel became head of 
the liberal Free Democratic Party j 


(F.D.P.) and proceeded to launch | 
swing to the left in party foreign! 


policy, and to a lesser extent in 
domestic social policy. 

Mr. Scheel was born in Solingen 
in 1919. After he finished school 
he became a banking apprentice 
until World War ΣῈ. From 1939 to 
1945 he served in the German Air 
Force, reaching the rank of first 
Meutenant. After the war he went 
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into business, became a partner ina 
market reséarch firm and ‘acted as 
an industrial consultant. 

He joined the F.D.P. in 1946 and 
entered the Bundestag in 1953. 
From 1961 to 1966 he was Federal 
Minister for Economic Cooperation 
with Developing Countries under 
former Chancellors Konard Adenauer 
and Ludwig Erhard. He {s presently 
Vice-Chancellor and one of three 
liberal ministers in Mr. Brandt's 
14-member cabinet. 

Mr, Scheel's course allowed him 
to join the Socialists under Mr. 
Brandt, but It has allenated many 
of the conservative businessmen, 
professionals and civil servants who 
make up much of the party rank 
and file. 

The result is that the F.DP. is 
wavering on the brink of extinction. 
The party barely won the five per 
cent necessary for seating in Par- 
liament in 1969 and has since been 
ousted from three of West Ger- 
many's 10 regional legislatures. 


Mr. Scheel is clearly betting on 
scoring enough foreign policy hits, 
such as continued progress in .West 
European integration and a success- 
ful end to the delicate four-power 
Berlin negotiations, to make a come- 
back in the 1972 Bundestag vote. 
At home he and his laissez faire 
liberals will seek to safeguard the 
interests of: business, against the 
more, radical Socialist reformers in 
Mr. Brandt's party. 


PRESSURE 
ON ISRAEL 


Jerusalem Port Diplomatic Correspondent 

U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Joseph Sinco Ix expected to 
revisit Jerusalem later this month 
for what is billed as an exchange 
of views with Government leaders 
on ways of breaking the continu- 
ing deadlock on a Suez accord with 


Political circles in the capital, 
viewing the prospect with somewhat 
mixed feellags, assume that Mr. 
Sisco's main purpose would be to 
pressure Israe] into making new 
Concessions to save the mooted In- 
terim settlement from complete 
breakdown. 

Mr, Sisco’s last visit here, in the 
company of Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Rogers in early May, sand- 
wiched in between talks in Cairo, 
Jed to high American hopes for 2 
narrowing of the gap on the Canal 
Issue. The immediate follow-up, how- 
ever, was the signing of the Soviet- 
Egyptian treaty, and a fresh dead- 
lock in the negotiations, 

The idea for another round of dia- 
cussions, some time in July, this 
time exclusively in Jerusalem, was 
broached by Mr. Sisco to Israel Am- 
bassador Yitzhak Rabin at a meet- 
ing last week. There was no ob- 
jection from Jerusalem, but the exact 
date is yet to be determined in 
Washington, and may depend on the 
outcome of the talks held in Cairo 
this week between Egyptian leaders 
and U.S. representatives Donald 
Bergus and Michael] Sterner. 


DANGEROUS IMPASSE 

The State Department argues that 
the persistence of the curreat im- 
passe is liable to have grave, pos- 
sible disastrous results for both Is- 
reel and the U.S. While Israel - 
remains conveniently put in its posi- 
Uons, time is running out on Egypt's 
President Sadat, who may be forced 
to some military action merely to 
Please his army, or to raise the 
whole. political issue with Israel at 
the Security Counc — thus per- 
haps wrecking the last chance for a 
Suez settlement. 

Although the Department by 
no means contends that Israel alone 
should display “flexibility” on 
terms for the reopening of the 
Canal. the thrust of its argu- 
ment, as reported here, is that the 
burden of initiative rests on Israel, 
simply because it controls the 
Canal's west bank. 

Government circles here tend to 
@ispute the State Department's 
analysis, and do not share its ap- 
prehensions. Most of all, they re- 
ject the notion that in the face of 
8, hardening Egyptian position, it is 
Israel’s turn to make concessions. 

Although it is not actually known 
in Jerusalem whether Mr, Sisco will 
be carrying any specific fresh pro- 
posels with him to break the dead- 
lock, political circles here would be 
surprised if he did not. It is not ex- 
pected that the proposals will be 
committed to writing. They may be 
transmitted orally to officials in 
Jerusalem. The latest incident with 
the “mysterious memorandum” of 
U.S. Chargé In Cairo Donald Bergus 
ig one reason Mr, Sisco ig likely 
to make whatever proposals he may 
have strictly In personal conversa- 
tons. 

These conversations, sources in 
Jerusalem said Jast night, may suf- 
fer from being held tn an atmos- 
phere of suspicion created by the 
Bergus incident — and by the fact 
that Mr. Bergus not only has not 
been disciplined for his supposed 
indiscretion, but has io fact been 
entrusted with the latest U.S. 
diplomatic mission to Cairo. 
Government circles have not been 
satisfied by American assurances 
that Mr. Bergus had merely “offer- 
ed Egypt some personal suggestions 
on how the Egyptians might present 
their position on an Interim Suez 
arrangement,” if only because the’ 
Gocument iteelf has never been 
shown to any Israej official. This 
point was made by Mr, Simcha 
Dinitz, political adviser to the Prime 
Minister, this week-end. The Govern- 
ment, sald Mr. Dinitz, had not re- 
ceived any “authorized information” 
on the contents of the “Bergus pro- 
posals.” All the Government knew 
on the subject was what the news- 
papers had carried, said Mr. Dinitz.

SYRIA SEIZES BIG CHINESE 


BEIRUT (UPI). The Syrian 
Government has seized a huge ship- 
ment of Communist Chinese weapons 
destined for the Fatah, a Beirut 
newsletter, “Anu Nahar,” said today. 
According to the report, the consign- 
ment included 200 tanks. 

Fatah chief Yasser Arafat ig seek- 
ing Algerian and Libyan tnterven- 
tion to release the weapons, the 
newsletter said. 

Outlining details of “a pending 
crisis" between the terrorists and 
the Syrian regime of President 
Hafez Aagsad, the newsletter said the 
major cause was the weapons ship- 
ment which arrived in the Syrian 
port of Latakia a few days ago. 

It said the shipment Included 2 
tanks, some troop carriers and a 
large number of light weapons with 
ammunition.

Jeruzalem Post Political Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The younger section 
of the Labour Party Friday appealed 
to the Prime Minister not to give 
in to the demands of the Na- 
tional Religious Party.

LOS ANGELES (Ofns). — 

TH long-overdue reform of the 
U.S. legal system is getting 
under way in California, with a 
crackdown on the men who all too 
often are responsible for chaos in 
the courts — the lawyers them- 


10-morth-long 
cost millions of dollars to stage, 
has awakened the public to a cru- 
cial situation and brought a flurry 
of suggested remedies. 

Sometimes it seems to the unszo- 
Phisticated Westerners that the old 
frontier-type justice had much to 
say for it: all over before sun- 
down, and another bad man fewer. 
The law's delays, with spacious 
pleas, adjournments and appeals 
from one court to the next, are 
seen as helping no one — except, 
of course, the lawyers. 


‘Why need it take sic months for 
& controversial case to come to 
trial and as long again for the 
routine to be disposed of ? The an- 
swer, predictably, is often money. 
The more money a defendant can 
faise, the more he can spend to 
out his trial. District Attorneys ad- 
mit that the longer ἃ case goes on the 
weaker the prosecution’s case be- 
comes. Witnesses move away or 
change their minds. Momentum is 
dost.

@rug trade may soon include 

bacteria able to identify the pre- 

sence of heroin In the pocket of 

ἃ smuggler, pedlar or user, or in 
a suitcase or package. 

Placed in a small probe which 
can be passed into or around sus- 
pect caches — even minute ones 
— the bacteria gives off a glow- 
ing light in the presence of heroin. 
The brighter:the glow, the nearer

The detection device has passed 
its leboratory tests, has been de- 
monstrated successfully to Mayor 
John V. Lindsay of New York and 
other sponsors, and ig being readied 
for field testing by the New York 
City Pollee Department. 

Its development is an example of

Navara, — 
AUTHOUGH the clanking of a: 
mechanical shovel,. the scream 
of the drills, the buzzing of saws 
and the thumping of hammers 
starts early In the morning and 
goes on all day, the neighbours 
of the Wizo Day Nursery in the 
suburbs of 'Nahariya are not com- 
plaining. When the building is com- 
pleted there will be room for an- 
other thirty children, which means 
that twenty to twenty-five mothers 
in the area’ will be helped with 
thelr domestic problems and freed 
to go to work with easy minds, 


‘Knowing that thelr youngsters are 


in good hands. 

The present house, which accom- 
modates sixty, is not nearly enough 
for the needs of the district. Cots 
stand edge to edge. Helpers slide 
past each other in and out of the 
small kitchen and toddlers sit knee 
to knee at their scaled down 
tables. 

This nursery ls under the patro- 
nage of Wizo of Switzerland and 
every member who comes here on 
tour beams fondly on the cheerful 
bustle, the bright paint and cherisa- 
ed toys and goes back resolved 
to do something about the over- 
crowding. Now it has been done. 
The collected sum of 1L100,000 is 
making possible a real bathroom 
wlth proper miniature washbasins 
and toilets, thus doing away with 
the need for potties for all but 
the tiniest tots. 

Building regulations stipulate ἃ 
shelter and this is here incorpo- 
rated into a “safety room” with 
reinforced walls and slits of win- 


dows high up. 
Wizo plays a prominent part on 
the welfare scene in Nahartya. 


From the creche to the Golden Age 
Club, all ages are catered for. 
Classes ‘for housewives, clubs for 
juveniles, benefits for soldiers, lec- 
tures, socials and bazaars; there 
are enough activities to draw in 
all sections of the community and 
enough work for an army.of vo- 
Iunteers.

Peres said that the slowdowns had 
already caused the public consider- 
able suffering.

Jewish Defence League 
plans move to Israel

TEL AVIV. — The Jewish Defence 
League yesterday announced plans 
for transferring its operations from 
the U.S, to Israel. It did so through 
the person of 20-year-old Neil 
Rothenberg, the international coor- 
dinator of the J.D.L. Youth Move- 
ment. Tne gangling Brooklyn Col- 
lege psychology undergraduate an- 
nounced: “We will set up the inter- 
national headquarters of our organi- 
zation in the international head- 
quarters of the Jews.” 

The young man, who was intro- 
duced to an unruly press conference 
at Beit’ Sokolow as the JDL. 
spokesman, declared that “as you 
iknow we believe in action” and an- 
nounced that in the next fortnight 
the JDL. will demonstrate in Jeru- 
salem to persuade the Israel Govern- 
ment to put pressure on the U.S. 
to release Avraham Hershkowitz 
from jail. Hershkowitz was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment 
when convicted of seeking to hijack 
8 plane. Mr. Rothenberg described 
Hershkowitz'a crime as a “breach 
of passport regulations.” 

He declined to comment on the 
story of the non-Jewish JDL, 
member, Christina Cansini—wanted 
by the U.S. authorities — whose 
forged passport was confiscated by

- Life for soldier-killer 


ΤΈΣ, AVIV. — A soldier was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment by the 
District Court here yesterday for 
the murder of his neighbour, an old 
cobbler, on February 19 this year. 

The soldier, Menahem Levi, and 
the cobbler, Yehuda Yahbin, rented 
adjoining rooms in a block at 9 Re- 
μον Shnitzler, Jaffa, They quarrelled 
incessantly. 

On the day of the murder, the 
soldier came home on leave carry- 
ing an Army rifle which he hid in 
the courtyard. In the evening, as 
Yahin lay sleeping in his room, the 
soldier crept in with the gun loaded. 
He fired a shot to wake his victim; 


and, as the cobbler raised his head, 
he planted another bullet in his 
temple. The cobbler sank back 
streaming with blood, and the mur- 
derer ran outside. 

Here he ran into a third tenant, 
who peered into the cobbler’s room 
and saw the body. “Murderer,” he 
cried, giving chase; but the soldier 
held him off with the gun and fled. 

‘Two days later he was picked up 
by police at his unit. 

‘The court rejected the soldier's 
version — that he had meant mere- 
ly to @righten the cobbler, but the 
other had awoken with a start and 
pulled a knife. (Ttim)
